The tenacity with which this great 


and glorious Republic clings to mon- 
archical customs is somewhat surpris- 
ing to those who hear the spread-eagle 
speeches of Fourth of Jaly and cam- 
paign orators. We send ministers, or 
ambassadors as some of them are sow 
styled, to every foreign court as kings 
did when there was no mail or tele- 
graphic communication between for- 
eign nations and messages had to be 
sent by couriers, and the instructions 
given those ministers by the Adminis- 
tration are kept a profound secret from 
the people, who are supposed to be the 
sovereigns. 
Minister Willis, recently 


dispatched as representative of this 
Government to the Hawaiian Islands, 
received instructions, the purport of 
which is not known outside of the De- 
partment of State. It was heralded 
throughout the land, b;' telegraph and 
mail, that the Minister was authorized 
to restore the Queen to power and use 
United States marines, if necessary, to 
enforce his orders. This would virtually 
be a declaration of war and a usurpa- 
tion of authority which the Constitu- 
tion confers on Congress alone, yet 
millions doubtless believed that it was 
exercised by Minister Willis. 


As the President in his message left 


the country in doubt as to the instruc- 
tions given the Minister a resolution 
was introduced in the Senate calling 
for the correspondence on the Hawaiian 
question. Hill of New York made a 
sensational speech in support of the 
resolution. He said there was no cause 
for secrecy and Congress and the peo 
pie should have all the facts. Congress 
is the law-making body, while the Presi 
dent is only the executor of the laws, 
and not all three departments of the 
Government rollea into one. 
He 


thought Congress might find it ad- 
visable to send its own commission to 
Honolulu to ascertain the facts, and 
this commission should be composed 
of more than one emissary. 


This only proves that the United 


States should quit aping despotic gov- 
ernments. The people have a right to 
know what their servants are doing and 
there was no reason for keeping secret 
the policy of the Government toward 
the Hawaiian Islands. A majority of 
the people of this country evidently do 
not want the United States to restore 
the Queen to power and, as the majority 
is supposed to rule, it would be an un- 
warranted act for the Administration 
to use the naval force of the country to 
do what the people did not want done.

It is inferred from this that the Presi- 
dent is opposed to the repeal of the ten 
per cent, tax on State banks and Chair- 
man Springer of the Committee says 
it is doubtful if a State bank law 
would be reported. 


It was thought during the special 


session of Congress that an attempt 
would be made to divert the Southern 
and Western members of Congress 
from the silver question by repealing 
the State bank tax and permitting each 
State to regulate its own banking af- 
fairs without restriction by the Fed- 
eral Government. This would enable 
the several States to increase the cur- 
rency as much as they deemed advis- 
able. 
While it would make money 


plentiful, there are serious objections 
to the scheme, as the paper money 
issued in one State would not be a 
legal tender in another. In the days 
when State banks issued notes the 
country was flooded with wild-cat bills, 
some of which were utterly worthless, 
and bills of solvent banks seldom 
passed at par outside the States where 
the banks were situated. Doubtless if 
the ten per cent, tax on State banks of 
issue was repealed a similar condition 
of affairs would again exist and the 
people would be the losers as they were 
before. 


Why not, instead of flooding the 


oountry again with worthless bank 
bills, coin all the silver that may be 
sent to the mints and if Eastern peo- 
ple do not care to use silver dollars 
issue notes redeemable in such dollars 
to those who prefer paper to coin? A 
silver note to-day is as acceptable to 
the public as a greenback and it is 
always worth its faoa value in coin.

The bill granting a pension of $100 a 


month to Mrs. Frances Corse, widow of 
General John M. Corse, was passed.

Under objection it 
was referred. 


The pending question 
when the 


morning hour arrived was the joint 
resolution for the appointment of a 
joint committee to investigate the 
rank, pay and other questions relating 
to the personnel of the navy. When 
the morning hour expired yesterday 
the Committee of the Whole was di- 
vided on the passage of the resolution.

"Attorney Madden's statement, to the 


effect that the court has determined in 
favor of the ownership of the railroad, 
is a mistake. They were successful in 
the case against Wiggs and Newman, 
but the facts in that case were not the 
same as in ours. None of the present 
suits have been decided and we will 
urge the Government to defend the 
title which' they sold to us. Then if 
the court decides that the railroad has 
owned the land all along we shall again 
look to the Government to pay the 
railroad the price it now asks of n&- 
Thisisonly equitable. Fully 8,000 in- 
dividuals are concerned, and a great 
hardship will be wrought if the Gov- 
ernment refuses to assist as."

TU» Midwinter Fair to B« C*ecl to dream* 


rent tbe Chinese Exclusion Acts. 


The Chinese village that is to be con- 


structed and maintained at the Midwin- 
ter fair may prove of interest to visitors 
from abroad, but the Chinese who are 
back of the enterprise did not originate 
it for that purpose, but in order to get 
another opportunity to add several hun- 
dred cooliea to the present population of 
this country. 


The Chinese believe that the resolu- 


tion passed by congress granting to the 
Midwinter fair the same privileges that 
had been granted to the Columbian ex- 
position—namely, the entry of foreign 
goods free and permitting to enter the 
country the laborers, artists and others 
of foreign nations connected with the 
exhibits of those nations—will offer them 
an opportunity to land some more of 
their countrymen. 


They have placed the matter in the 


hands of their attorneys, and from the 
expressions of certain prominent Chi- 
nese it appears that they have received 
advice that coincides with their wishes 
in the matter. 


Like all the schemes that the Six Com- 


panies go into, it will be for making 
money, and the plan they will pursue in 
this instance became public at the cus- 
tom house yeoterday, 


Already the scheme has been put in 


operation, and negotiations have been 
opened with coolies in China who desire 
to become residents of the United States. 


Little Pete, on behalf of the Six Com- 


panies and other Chinese interested, is in 
charge of the affair and -will see that it 
is made a financial success. 


Little Pete is the go between in all 


cases where money is used for the illegal 
landing of Chinese, and he is considered 
one of the shrewdest "fixers" doing busi- 
ness at the custom house. He has been 
given instructions to arrange for the im- 
portation of another gang of supposed 
actors, and for several weeks he has 
been in correspondence with those who 
are to assist him in China. 


Letters have been forwarded to China 


announcing that all who desire to come 
to the United States and avoid the trou- 
ble that the exclusion acts present can 
do so by becoming members of the Chi- 
nese village that is to be imported for 
the Midwinter fair. 


Under the resolution passed by con- 


gress, if it will apply in this case, the 
number that will be permitted to land in 
order to participate in the fair is not 
limited, and how many will be desig- 
nated by Little Pete and his associates 
has not been made known. It is expect- 
ed, however, that fully 300 will avail 
themselves of the excellent opportunity 
that will be presented, and for that priv- 
ilege each one must pay $200.—San Fran- 
cisco Examiner.

As seen through the 
telescope the comet appears quite bright 
and has a short tail. This is Professor 
Brooks' nineteenth comet discovery.—
